When I read the newspaper articles about hard 
times in Yugoslavia, and that they are struggling to 
pay back 21 billion dollars of loans from Western 
banks, I am reminded of my grandfather’s saying. 
And I am thankful for what we have. In America, it 
really is Christmas every day.

RENAISSANCE ART “Treasures of Yugoslavia" 

Of all the politically divided and subjugated re¬ 
gions of present-day Yugoslavia, only the coast was 
touched by the Renaissance spirit. But the classical 
traditions of such cities as Trogir, Zadar, Sibenik and 
the city-republic of Dubrovnik were not enough for 
pure and developed forms of the Renaissance to 
flourish there. In the Rector’s palace, cloister of the 
Dominican monastery and Sponza palace in Dubrov¬ 
nik, Renaissance elements intermingle with Gothic. 
Only in the work of Nikola Firentinac (Nicholas of 
Florence) does the early Florentine Renaissance find 
its true expression. An architect and sculptor, he 
transmitted the spirit of the great Donatello’s art to 
Trogir and Sibenik. Beside the north aisle of Trogir 
cathedral he built the chapel of Ivan Ursini, a 
rectangular structure with a coffered barrel roof. 
With the help of local artists, he covered all the walls, 
from floor to ceiling, with reliefs and statues. The 
relief frieze in the lower part shows cherubs with 
blazing torches emerging from half-open double 
doors. The fine proportions and gentle modelling of 
the forms is close to antiquity in spirit. Above this 
frieze there is a series of statues in semicircular 
niches which form the largest group of Renaissance 
sculpture in the round in Yugoslavia. 

In the late 15th and early 16th century, Nikola 
Firentinac gave Sibenik cathedral its final, Renais¬ 
sance form, adding the dome over the transept 
crossing, and roofing the rest of the church. Both 
outside and within it has a semicircular barrel roof 
over the nave and over the lateral aisles a quadrangu¬ 
lar form, thereby giving the west facade an undulat¬ 
ing rhythm which was repeated as a decorative form 
in Dubrovnik and Hvar. 

The wealth of Dubrovnik, founded on maritime 
trade and commerce with the Balkans, and to some 
extent on manufacture, made it possible for the 
Renaissance arts, particularly painting, to flourish 
here. Vice Lovrov, Nikola Bozidarevic and Miho 
Hamzic, painted the altar-pieces for Dubrovnik’s 
churches with a new feeling for the figure and space. 
For the Dominican church Bozidarevic painted the 
Sacra Conversazione, a popular Venetian subject, 
removing the wood-carved divisions and gold back¬ 
ground, and presenting all the figures together 
against a landscape. 

Besides the Venetian influence present in the

paintings of Nikola Bozidarevic, Hamzic introduced 
into the art of Dubrovnik the influences of Paduan 
painting and of his teacher, Andrea Mantegna. In hi' 
work, The Baptism, painted for the Rector’s palace 
Hamzic successfully resolved all the problems o. 
Renaissance painting. With his dark green and blue 
tones and contrasts of light and shade he managed to 
suggest the depth of the scenery, the geological 
complexity of the rocky landscape and the plasticity 
of the forms.While certain artists from Italy, Nikola 
Firentinac for instance, reached maturity while work¬ 
ing in this country, some Dalmatian artists made a 
name for themselves in other lands, making a contri¬ 
bution to the European Renaissance. The best known 
of these are Ivan Duknovic, Juraj Culinovic, Franjo 
and Lucijan Laurana and Andrija Medulic.
